Graduate Bankers’ Agricultural 
Seminar 


{| Dean W. I. Myers of 
College of Agriculture at 
Ithaca, N. Y., told 75 
bankers at the Graduate Bankers’ 
Agricultural Seminar put on by the 
State College of Agriculture and the 
New York State Bankers’ Association, 
that farmers should not be squeezed 
too hard by tight credit since they 
“did not contribute to the credit 
boom.”’ Dr. Myers said, ‘There is 
some tendency to squeeze farmers too 
hard because of the current credit 
stringency. Short-term loans, for ex- 
ample, might require faster repayments 
than good farmers can make without 
sacrificing efficiency.” 

The Dean said “farm business has 
characteristics different from other 
kinds of business, and since farmers 
did not contribute to the credit boom, 
it seems only fair they should not be 
squeezed so as to handicap efficient 
Operation. 

Dean Myers is Chairman of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's National Agricul- 
tural Advisory Commission. He told 
the bankers that “‘credit should be ex- 
tended to farmers for efficient opera- 
tion, but help also given borrowers to 
keep ona safe basis. There is a grow- 
ing need for more term or intermediate 
credit loans from two to three or even 
four years to finance machinery pur 
chases, livestock operations, and soil 
building practices. Financing bulk 
milk tanks is a good example of this 
type of credit.” 

The dean told the bankers that 
“farm production loans cannot be 
made safely without a farm manage- 
ment analysis and credit statement 
every year. Wise bankers should dif- 
ferentiate between good farm business-

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es and those losing out. We should 
realize that farmers require 
adequate, dependable credit to finance 
their increasing capital requirements.

Plan For Loose Housing 


“ There are some definite advantages 


to a loose housing system, believes 
Wisconsin Agriculturist and Farmer. 
Many farmers who have installed this 
kind of layout are happy with it. 


On the other hand, some farmers 
who have rushed into loose housing 
without planning made mistakes. One 
Dane County, Wis., farmer ripped out 
stanchions in favor of loose housing 
and built a new milking parlor. His 
plan was to take care of more cows 
with less labor. But it didn’t work out. 


Mistakes: He found out too late that 
the ceiling in his converted barn was 
too low. He couldn’t use the manure 
loader on his tractor to clean out the 
manure pack. Cleaning out four feet of 
bedding by hand wasn’t saving labor. 


Because he had a tight barn and a 
low ceiling he ran into a big humidity 
problem. And in trying to keep his 
cows dry he used up all of his straw 
before the winter was over. 

In addition, he couldn’t keep the 
He made the mistake of 
not separating the feeding from the 
loafing area.

This farmer ran into trouble because 
his loose housing layout wasn't a pro- 


duct of careful planning and construc- 
tion. He finally gave up, went back 
to a stanchion barn. 

Better: Others, of course, have had 
better luck with loose housing. Clif- 
ford Gutgesell, for example, has had 
loose housing and a milking parlor 
arrangement for seven years. 

But Mr. Gutgesell looked 
other layouts and consulted 
before he changed over.

Even so, there are a few minor 
changes he would make if he were to 
start over. A prime example ts the way 
he separated the loafing area from the 
feeding area. They are only separated 
by a doorway. 

The traffic from the loafing area to 
the feed bunk is pretty heavy. As a 
result, this one area gets mucky at 
certain times of the year. 

Trouble Spot: Another trouble spot 
for farmers is the holding area. If you 
have a small enough herd and plenty 
of bedding, cows can be held in the 
loafing barn, say some experts. But 
this system isn’t as good as keeping 
them in an area out on the paved barn- 
yard, 

The holding area should be a spot 
that can be cleaned every day. This 
keeps the cows from dragging manure 
and dirt into the milking parlor 

A paved barnyard, of course, 1s 
almost a must item. And it should be 
sloped away from the building to 
insure good drainage. 

Another problem that often comes 
up is overcrowding. A minimum of 
60 to 70 square feet of barnyard space 
per cow is a minimum.

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Diet and Heart Disease 

UERNSEY breeders everywhere will be interested to read the follow- 
ing information which we quote from TRENDS, a publication 
of the National Dairy Council, issued on September 17, 1957. 


“Drastic changes in the amount or type of fats consumed by the 
general public cannot be justified as a means of reducing the incidence 
of heart attacks or strokes. Existing evidence does not justify a rigid 
stand on the relationship between what people eat, especially the 
fat content of the diet, and hardening of the arteries (atherosclerosis), 
the condition underlying most heart attacks and_ strokes.’ 

The above is the crux of a special report issued to the nation’s press 
by the Nutrition Committee of the American Heart Association and printed 
in the August issue of “‘Circulation,”’ the official Journal of the AHA. 

The report has been long-awaited and could hardly have been more 
favorable, from a public relations standpoint, to harassed producers, 
processors and distributors of foods containing fat.

From 
the days of the first store to the present time, managers of 
the J. C. Penney Company stores and farms have shared the 
prohits. 


It can be truly said that his is one of the most human and 
dramatic stories ever told. He gave large sums to favorite 
philanthropies, to the Christian He rald, to a community in 
Florida for retired clergymen and their wives. He lost 40 
million dollars in the great depression of the 30's largely 
through investments tn Florida and loyalty to friends. He 
found himself all but penniless and with his health greatly

He fought back with his characteristic thoroughness, 
slashed living costs, and accepted a salary from his Company 
for the first ume.

He pushed junior associates hard, but always pushed 
himself harder. Yes, he is a great business man, and a great 
humanitarian. 

Mr. Penney’s interest in agriculture and livestock dates 
from his early years on the 400-acre Missouri farm of his 
father, two miles east of Hamilton, where he was born. His 
first personal venture was to buy a pig for $2.50. Next he 
thought he could trade horses, but soon discovered he was 
not a success as a horse trader. At 17 years of age he grad- 
uated from the Hamilton High School. The next two years 
he spent on his father’s farm. Then he got a job in a general 
store owned by Mr. Hale, at the magnificent sum of $2.27 
per month. After three years of hard work he “went West”’ 
on the doctor's orders, and was told never to go in a store 
again. But it was in his blood and jobs in Denver and Long- 
mont, Colo., and Evanston, Wyo., followed. Then the big 
chance came—a one-third interest with Callahan and John- 
son in a new store opened at Kemmerer, Wyoming. Mr. 
Penney used his savings of $500, a bank in his native town 
loaned him $1,500, and that accounted for his one-third 
interest in the new store capitalized at $6,000. Things began 
to move, and by the spring of 1909 Mr. Penney moved to 
Salt Lake City where he established headquarters for all the 
stores he was then operating. In 1912 the name was changed 
from “‘Golden Rule Stores”’ to the “J. C. Penney Company”’ 
and incorporated in Utah, January 17, 1913. In that same 
year the headquarters were moved to New York. At that 
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an average of 


time really rapid expansion — and now there are more 
than 1,700 stores throughout the Nation. 

By the early 20's, two observations had deeply impressed 
Mr. Penney—(1) the low quality of beef and dairy animals 
found on a large percentage of farms, and (2) that the great 
purebred herds built in the United States were being dis- 
persed on the death of the owner. He found the average 
life of a breeding unit to be about 10 years, with very few in 
existence longer than a quarter of a century. This was in 
such marked contrast with what he had observed in England 
and Scotland, where the herds commonly remain in the 
family for generations, that he decided a lifetime was too 
short a period to really develop a great herd of cattle. Mr. 
Penney, therefore, decided that he would assemble and 
endow such a herd. He made the initial move in 1922 by 
purchasing Emmadine Farm at Hopewell Junction, N. Y., 
where he set about laying the foundation for the herd of his 
dreams. He selected Jimmie Dodge, master breeder, to 
assist him and to become the first manager of Emmadine 
Farm. Thus came into being the fine herd of purebred 
cattle on Emmadine Farm, also known since 1936 as the 
Foremost Guernsey Association, which was the corporation 
established to perpetuate the herd on a permanent basis 
with sufficient funds so that a constructive breeding pro- 
gram could move forward unhampered by dispersals. 

That the establishment of the Foremost Foundation 
marked a new epoch in efforts to bring about the continuity 
so necessary for improvement of dairy cattle through breed- 
ing, is well summarized in the statement of Karl B. Musser, 
Secretary of The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Peter- 
borough, N. H., in the January 15, 1937, issue of the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal: 

“Mr. Penney, in founding this organization, has builded 
a living monument to a cause and not to himself. He has 
chosen to keep mobile his great interest in American agti- 
culture after he has gone, rather than to have it fixed in 
granite, bronze or marble statue which time will look upon 
with a query as to its meaning. His monument shall live in 
the warm blood stream of man’s greatest source of life’s 
sustenance, the dairy cow.”’ 

The history of the herd and its accomplishments is a full 
story within itself. There is little doubt in the minds of 
most Guernsey breeders and students of dairy cattle breed- 
ing that some of the best, if not the most prized bloodlines 
in America, are represented in this herd.

He was used largely on the daughters of 
Langwater Foremost. In addition to the 54 AR daughters, 
Langwater Valor had nearly 50 AR sons. His get won first 
at the National Dairy Show in 1929. One of his famous 
daughters, Valor’s Faithful, set a National record with 20012 
lbs. of milk and 977 Ibs. of butterfat as a five-year-old. She 
is the dam of Foremost Prediction, one of the greatest sires 
of the breed, whose progeny have made the McDonald 
Farms’ herd . Cortland, N. Y., one of the best known in 
this country. Valor’s Faithful is a daughter of the great cow, 
Mixter Faithful, for which Mr. Penney paid $12,750 in 1925 
and which was voted the second greatest cow of the Guern- 
sey breed in a poll made in 1951. Another of her daughters, 
Superb’s Faithful, was the first cow of the breed with three 
consecutive records of over 1,000 Ibs. of butterfat and four 
records averaging more than 1,000 pounds 

The third sire was Mixter May Royal, purchased in 1925 
at the Mixter Farms dispersal. He cost $23,000, and 25 of 
his progeny sold for an average of $1,947 each. Mixter 
May Royal was a combination of the greatest proven May 
Rose bloodlines with the best of the Mixter breeding. He 
sired 89 daughters, 48 in AR, with the top 25 averaging 
12123 Ibs. of milk and 610 lbs. of butterfat (10 over 700 Ibs 
of fat). He sired 74 sons, 33 "of them in AR. His progeny 
dominated the show ring, winning - first and 21 cham- 
pionship awards at state and national « lairy shows.

In 1934, Jimmie Dodge died, and W. K. (Bill) Hepburn, 
Sr., another among the ablest cattle judges and breeders in 
the United States, was selected to carry on the work 
Emmadine Farm. Bill Hepburn proved a fortunate vert 
tion, for he was able to pick up where Jimmie Dodge left 
off and to go forward with a constructive and outstanding 
breeding program. 

The catchy term, ‘Foremost In Name And Breeding 
Fame,” was first applied to the Foremost Guernsey herd 
following the introduction of the great foundation sire, 
Langwater Foremost. 


Great Animals At Foremost 


The great animals bred and developed in the herd are 
legion, and their influence dominates many of the leading 
Guernsey breeding establishments in America today. Such 
herds as McDonald Farms, Caumsett, Klondike Farms, 
Horse Shoe Falls Farms and a score of others attribute 
much of their success to the use of Foremost-bred sires. 

To further illustrate the importance of Foremost-bred 
animals in the building of many of the breed’s leading 
herds, we point with pride to the McDonald Story that ap- 
peared in the April 15, 1957, Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 
The influence of such foundation animals as Foremost 
Prediction, Foremost Ioka, Supreme’s Janice and others 
played an important part in helping to make possible this 
interesting story of breed progress. 

One of the truly great sires bred and developed in recent 
years was Foremost Royal Valor, that sired 82 AR daugh- 
ters, five with records of over 900 Ibs. of fat, and 41 PR sons. 
In 1942, nine of his daughters sold at auction for an average 
of $3,111 to set a breed record for progeny of one sire. His 
sire was May Royal's Valor, a grandson and great grandson 
of Langwater Valor. His dam was Valor’s Faithful, that is 

ulso the dam of Foremost Prediction, with 101 AR daugh- 

ters and PR sons; 10 daughters classified “Excellent” 
and 57 had records of over 600 Ibs. of butterfat. His get 
won first at the National Dairy Show in 1940-41-47-48. 

In 1951, Foremost Prediction was voted the third most 
influential bull of the breed. Langwater Valor, a grandsire

On Sunday afternoon, September 8, 
Guernsey breeders from many sections 
of the country began driving into 
LushAcres Farm, Rehoboth, Mass., 
owned by Henry Herbener and man- 
aged by Ted Browning. They gathered 
for a parade and preview of the Lush- 
Acres herd to be dispersed the next 
day. Harry Pate, sales manager, and 
John B. Merryman described the 
animals in the parade and the families 
and breeding behind them. The after- 
noon program was completed with a 
party attended by over 150 people. 

Monday morning, September 9, sale 
day, brought out a crowd of 350 to 400 
breeders. The 137 head sold for 
$92,725, an average of $676.82, and 
was the highest dispersal sale since the 
Woodacres Dispersal in 1955 that 
averaged $804.67. The beautiful 
Guernsey Island Perpetual Challenge 
Trophy, filled with flowers, decorated 
the front of the sales box. This trophy 
is presented each year to the breeder of 
the grand champion cow at the Nation- 
al Dairy Show, and went to Mr. Herb- 
ener in 1956 as the breeder of Lush- 
Acres Hermes’ Quest. 

Harry Pate complimented Henry 
Herbener and Ted Browning on the 
development of this outstanding herd, 
bloodlines of which began when 
George P. Clark established his Guern- 
sey herd at Horse Shoe Falls Farm in 
1927. Archie Young, Great Elm Farm, 
Inc., Dover, N. H., was given credit 
for breeding and developing the dam 
of ‘‘Quest,”’ Great Elm C. Ela.

Darius Kingen and 
Son had five blues; Anson Smith, 
three; Walter Young and Son, Herman 
Stocksdale and Family, William Han- 
sen, and Arthur Hansen, each collected 
two, while one each went to Homer 
Frahm, Howard Hansen, Howard Pax- 
son and Son, and Wilbur McCabe and 
Son. Anson Smith was premier ex- 
hibitor and Arthur Hansen was premier 
breeder. 

The NOBA-COBA Trophy for the 
top get of sire, regardless of whether 
Ohio-owned or not, went to Ansmil 
Farms on the get of Welcome In 
Clara’s Oberland. The Ohio Farm 
Bureau Trophy for the best Ohio- 
owned female went to Arthur Hansen 
on Gray Haven Colonel's Penney, the 
first place four-year-old. The Ohio G. 
B. A. presented banners in each class 
to the highest placing animal bred and 
owned by an Ohio exhibitor. The 
banners were presented by the Guern- 
sey Queens, the Misses Sally Blair of

The Futurity 


A two-year expectation as to the 
Ohio two-year-old 
Futurity, sponsored by the Ohio G. B. 
A., was climaxed on Tuesday, August 
27, when 29 two-year-olds entered the 
ring to inaugurate the First Ohio 
Guernsey two-year-old Futurity, open 
only to Ohio-owned and maintained 
two-year-olds. The 29 heifers repre- 
sented the final selection from 217 
original nominations, from which 44 
eligible heifers came to the wire with 
the final nomination payment in June, 
and 29 finally entered the ring to 
divide the purse of $1,250, with 20 per 
cent going to the winner, resulting in 
a check of some $267, and with 30 
monies eligible, each received a pro- 
rated portion. 

As the principal of a Futurity 1s 
based upon youth and subsequent 
development in cattle, it was most 
gratifying and appropriate that to a 
youth, a 4-H member, William Given, 
of Urbana, went the honor and the first 
check of this Ohio Futurity. The 
winning two-year-old, Welcome In 
Margaret, sired by Byers Snowfly and 
out of Glen Acres Linda, was bred by 
Mrs. W. E. Dimond and Sons, Johns- 
town, Ohio, and purchased as a calf 
from Welcome In Farm for a 4-H pro- 
ject, for no more than the winning 
Futurity check. 

Obviously, as in any first-time ven- 
ture, everyone was a bit nervous as to 
the results. However, at the Ohio 
State Fair, two other breeds sponsor 
Futurity shows, both open and on a 
National basis, for comparison. The 
breed with the oldest Futurity had 22 
entries and the other breed with five 
years’ history, had 42 entries. There- 
fore, with the Guernsey Futurity 
limited to Ohio exhibitors only, the 
Ohio G. B. A., the Futurity Committee 
of Gail Hefner, Sullivan, Arthur 
Hansen, Bellevue, Emerson Mizer, 
Cadiz, Jack Oelker, Urbana, and Anson 
Smith, Columbus; Howard R. Davis, 
executive secretary of the Ohio G. B. 
A., and the exhibitors all deserve sin- 
cere and appropriate congratulations 
for their foresight, planning and stag- 
ing of this extremely successful First 
Ohio G. B. A. Two-year-old Futurity. 

As the class entered the ring at 12:00 
noon, C. R. Huston took the micro- 
phone to act as Master of Ceremonies, 
introducing each two-year-old, the 
owner, and the showman, as_ they 
passed the microphone. While the 
class was being placed, “Hap” ex- 
plained the principle of the Futurity to 
the well-filled ringside and introduced 
the Futurity Committee and guests, 
including R. D. Stewart, executive

While the committee of judges, 
which consisted of the head judge, 
Olaf Kjome, Joe P. Eves, Chicago, IIl., 
and Harold Kaeser, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, deliberated, the ringside began 
to buzz with their favorites. The judges 
pulled out a pre-lineup group, includ- 
ing a popular ringside choice of an- 
other 4-H entry, Kokosing’s Free 
Laughter, a great, growthy heifer and 
reserve grand champion of the 4-H 
show the previous day, shown by 
Harry Bouton, Mt. Vernon; Foremost 
J. C.’s Delores, shown by Anson B. 
Smith; Mississinewa Farms Cherry, 
shown by Herman Stocksdale and 
Family, Union City, Ind.; Hildiemaid 
Master's Queen B, shown by Paul 
Beldon, Van Wert, and the winner.

of Foremost Prediction and of Foremost Roya! Valor, 
placed 10th, but all are related to Imp. King of the May, 
that placed second, and to Langwater Steadfast, that was 
chosen first as the sire exerting most influence on the breed 

The great cows at Foremost Farms were always a delight 
to the careful and scrutinizing Guernsey breeders. Early in 
the founding of Foremost Farms, Mr. Penney realized that 
it took both truly great cows and outstanding sires to pro- 
duce the right kind of offspring. Bulls alone could not do 
the task. A few of the great battery of brood matrons 
developed at Foremost Farms are mentioned in the follow- 
ing paragraphs. 

Mixter Faithful, born in 1918 and added to the herd in 
1925, is one of the truly great cows of the breed. In a popu- 
lar poll of Guernsey breeders in 1951 she was rated the 
second most influential cow of the breed. She was bested 
only by May Rose 2d, acknowledged by all as ‘the mother 
of the May Rose family’’ and virtually the Guernsey breed 
in America. The performances of Mixter Faithful are un- 
excelled by any cow in the past half-century. She was first 
prize aged cow at the National Dairy Show in 1925 and 
senior and grand champion at the Eastern States Exposition.

Under the HIR plan, all registered cows and all cows eligible for registry must be started on 
test at each calving and remain on test as long as they are in the herd, regardless of owner- 
ship. The only omissions from test allowed are those specified in the HIR section of The 
Unified Rules for Official Testing booklet. The fee is $3.00 for each lactation record and the 
owner is billed as the cows are reported with calving dates on the monthly test reports. All 
HIR records are automatically terminated at 305 days by this Office, however a record can 
be extended to 365 days by the owner, provided notification reaches the Central Office on or 
before the 305th day.
